Bed By Officers At Indianapolis 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (A P)— 
When she is released the girl 
“ Archaic, 
obsolete 
and 
in­ 
humane, a holdover from the 
Middle Ages,” say staff mem­ 
bers of General Hospital here. 
“ It keeps us from having to 
explain to a judge why some­ 
one doesn't appear for trial,’* 
says a jail commander. 
All are talking about a 15- 
year-old 
girl 
who 
has 
been 
chained by the ankle to her bed 
in the hospital since Saturday 
in what police call a “ security 
m easure.” 
The girl, Mary Jo Wilmoth, 
was injured in a traffic acci­ 
dent. Her mother, Mrs. Mar­ 
jorie Slinker, Indianapolis, said 
her daughter suffered two bro­ 
ken ribs and one punctured her 
lung, causing it to collapse.

on 
charges of violation of the 1935 
Beverage Act and leaving the 
scene of a traffic accident. 
Maj. Larry L. Koch. Marion 
County jail commander, 
said 
the policy of chaining hospi­

hospital.

Wiretap Ruled 
Unconstitutional 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — A 
judge 
has 
declared 
uncon­ 
stitutional the 1968 federal law 
a l l o w i n g 
wiretapping 
on 
grounds that it puts “'the priva­ 
cy of every citizen in jeop­ 
ardy.” 
U. S. District Court Judge 
Joseph S. Lord III made the 
ruling Thursday in connection 
with a motion by seven defend­ 
ants in an alleged $10' million 
gambling case who sought to 
suppress evidence gathered by 
electronic surveillance. 
U.S. Atty. Peter Vaira, chief 
of 
the 
Justice 
Department’s 
strike force on organized crime 
here, discounted any immediate 
effect the ruling would have. 
In Washington, a Justice De­ 
partment spokesman said there 
would be no comment on the 
ruling until the Criminal Divi­ 
sion obtained a copy and stud­ 
ied it.

While deep philosophical dif­ 
ferences persist and the threat 
of war has been reduced but 
not eliminated, he said, histo­ 
rians will record 1972 as "the 
year when America helped to 
lead the world up out of the 
lowlands of constant war, and 
onto the high plateau of lasting 
peace.” 
Nixon recited the range of 
agreements on space coopera­ 
tion, joint medical efforts and

Moscow and predicted the new 
U.S.-Soviet

“And most

in the arsenals of the United 
SUtes and the U S S R . ” 
Mustering arguments against 
conservative critics of the mis­ 
siles accords, Nixon continued: 
“Three-fifths of all the people 
alive in the world today have 
spent their whole lifetimes un­ 
der the shadow of nuclear war 
which could be touched off by 
'the arms race among 'the .great 
powers . . . . 
“With this step we have en­ 
hanced the security of both na­ 
tions. We have begun to check 
the

and 
dangerous 
spiral of nuclear arm s, which 
has 
dominated 
relations 
be­ 
tween our two countries for a 
generation.” 
“No power on earth is strong­ 
er than the' United States of 
America 
today," 
he 
said. 
“ None will be stronger than the 
United States of America in the 
future" 
Critics say the ABM treaty, 
which limits the United SUtes 
and the Soviet Union to two 
ABM sites each, and the offen­ 
sive-missiles agreement, which 
imposes ceilings on numbers of 
long-range rockets at existing 
levels, will hand the Soviets a 
wide 
and unbeatable missile 
margin. 
Nixon made brief mention of 
his “heartwarming welcome in 
Warsaw”—the last stop in his 
four-nation trip which also in­ 
cluded Austria and Iran—and 
went into little detail on some 
major aspects of his week-long 
talks with Soviet Communist 
party chief Leonid Brezhnev. 
He acknowledged that “the 
problem of ending the Vietnam 
war . . • was one of the most 
extensively discussed subjects 
id our agnda.” 
But he said “ it would only

view.”

heavy chains on her hands and 
legs. “ If the prosecution had its 
way, that’s how Miss Davis 
would end up,” he said.

In the Laurel Review of February 5, 
1902, Louis C. Lambert of Rushville, ad­ 
vertises, “Wanted — Money To Loan. 
Have good first mortgages on Rush Coun­ 
ty Real Estate for all the money you have 
to put on interest,” Mr. Lambert had his 
office in the front room over the Rush 
County Rank. 
On the editorial page, this comment is 
made. “The late speech of Hon. James E. 
Watson at Washington as it appears in 
the Congressional Record seems well 
worthy the extended notice it has re­ 
ceived'. It is a masterly arrangement of 
the Democrats in the House and Senate 
on their attitude toward the Philippines, 
but it is more than that; it is a presenta­ 
tion and grouping of known facts in ref­ 
erence to our new possessions that will 
repay per usual for the student of cur­ 
rent history. 
“Little was heard of Mr. Watson dur­ 
ing the last 
session, due in part to ill 
health. This year, however, he is holding 
a place well toward the center of the 
stage and his national reputation as an 
orator is already made.” 
In the Farmers Institute Notes. “Uncle 
John Marton, T. B. Barey, and Clem 
Conn cracked jokes on each other’s heads 
as usual and thereby furnished some 
amusement. Either of them would make 
good “end men” for a minstrel show. In 
one of the talks by a Mr. Kcwlin, econo­ 
my on the farm, true and false, was por­ 
trayed by two farmers, or types of farm­ 
ers."

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON OF THE WEEK 
The Prayers Of Cornelius 
Receive An Answer By Cod 
By EARL L. DOUGLASS 
The 
International 
Sunday 
School Lesson for June 4 is en­ 
titled “What Is the Devotional 
Life?” Two figures dominate the 
situation. One of these is Peter, 
a Jew and head of the Church 
Christ had founded. The other 
is a non-Jew named Cornelius, 
a centurion, probably a non­ 
commissioned officer of the Ro­ 
man army. He was not a man 
of particular importance, but he 
has come down through the ages 
as one who believed in main­ 
taining a daily devotional life 
and following the instructions 
given therein. Many people nev­ 
er pray to God unless they are 
in some tight or dangerous or 
baffling situation when they ask

for God’s help. We can be sure, 
however, 
that 
although 
God 
hears all prayers that believing 
men and women make to Him 
He does not always answer 
prayers in a way that is satis­ 
fying to the person doing the 
praying.Answers To Prayers 
There woigld appear to be one 
of several answers to prayer: 
Yes; No; still a further answer 
to prayer is Wait, The last an­ 
swer to prayer is “I have some­ 
thing better for you.” 
Millions of people in this and 
other countries send up devout 
prayers to God every day, yet 
all these prayers are not of the 
came variety or answered in the 
same way. Cornelius was a pro­ 
fessional soldier. He made 
prayer a daily activity in his 
life. God was therefore able to 
•peak through him and through 
those persons who pray only 
when they are in some sort of 
trouble. 
Cornelius had a vision where­ 
in an angel of God spoke to 
him and commanded him to do 
certain things. He was to send 
men to Joppa and ask for Sim­ 
on Peter, head "of the apostolic 
group. This man Peter lodged 
with Simon the tanner. Chris­ 
tianity was to spread out from 
its original approach to the Jews 
at Jerusalem to the uttermost 
parts of the earth. Cornelius, be­ 


cause he kept close to God in 
daily devotions, was ready to 
receive a message when God 
saw fit through an angel to 
command Cornelius to do cer­ 
tain things. 
Cornelius was summoned to 
a task. He knew what God ex­ 
pected of him and he listened 
when God spoke through his an­ 
gel. 
Are prayers always answered? 
Yes—but not always in the way 
we would like to have them an­ 
swered. No is just as much an 
answer to prayer as Yes. If we 
knew a lot more than we do 
know, we would realize that 
very often God’s answer No car­ 
ries with it a blessing which 
would not be possible if He an­ 
swered Yes. 
Eterna) Efficacy of Prayer 
This does not mean, however, 
that prayer is ever futile. If 
we do the praying, God will do 
the answering. Cornelius, a Gen­ 
tile, of course, knew little—if 
anything—about Jesus of Naz­ 
areth, a man crucified by his 
enemies and raised from the 
dead by God’s all-powerful hand. 
But Cornelius had a fine moral 
character. Both he and his 
household believed in God and 
were not terrified when an an­ 
gel brought a message from God 
himself. Some people go on ut­ 
tering the prayers of childhood 
long after they have passed out 
of the childhood state. Others 
pray when they are worried 
about something. Still others 
pray without having much of an 
idea as to what prayer is all 
about.The Meaning of Pr*yer 
We can say with confidence 
that prayer means talking with 
God, and certainly after we 
have had our say we want to 
¡Listen to any message God gives 
us. Is this a supernatural mat­ 
ter? Only to the extent that 
everything made by the Creator 
is supernatuaal, including what 
we are trying to let God do for 
us in our prayer life. 
We can be sure that God al­ 
ways answers our prayers, al­ 
though not always in toe way 
we think He should. But we have 
got to allow the issues of life 
to remain in toe hands of that 
One who created life. He is per­ 
fect wisdom, .perfect power, per­ 
fect love. His decisions are fin­ 


al. Furthermore, we must re­ 
member that God made a com­ 
plete revelation of His nature 
and character through Jesus, 
whom Christians refer to today 
as The Saviour. Regularity to 
prayer, leaving the issues of 
life in God’s hands, sektog to 
do our part to bring about an 
answer to prayer—these are 
all necessary. We may forget 
to answer a letter, but God nev­ 
er forgets to answer our pray­ 
ers. Sometimes we are disap­ 
pointed beyond all measure that 
God did not give us what we 
asked for. What we do not real­ 
ize is that the issues of life are 
in the hands of tha Creator, and 
we have to wait for God’s an­ 
swer to' ow prayers. Sometim­ 
es we have to wait a long time. 
Again, we have to accept the 
granting of a petition not en­ 
tirely to our liking. But we can 
be sure that God wants us to' 
bring our needs to Him and be 
patient in the way He answers 
our prayers. Wisdom for us con­ 
sists in believing that God will 
answer our prayers in the way 
that He believes right and at 
the time that He knows to be 
opportune.

Florida Blames 
Its Smog On 3 
Northern States 
MIAMI. Fla. (AP) - Eavi- 
ronmental oficiáis here have 
demanded antismog action by 
three states after charging that 
an “industrial air pollution 
bank” which drifted down from 
the North blanketed the Sun­ 
shine State with smoky haze for 
five days. 
Weather satellites traced the 
flow of “this unusual poUutive 
load” from industrial, regions of 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Ten­ 
nessee, said the Dade County 
pollution control chief, Peter 
Baljel 
For five days beginning May 
21, the pollution obscured thé 
normally clear skies of Florida. 
As the smog lay trapped at 
ground level by a temperature 
inversion, a rise in respiratory 
diseases and hospital admis­ 
sions was reported. 
Baljel said Wednesday he 
had sent letters to Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency Adminis­ 
trator William D. Ruckelshaus, 
environmental control officials 
in the three states named, Flor­ 
ida’s congressional delegation 
and Gov. Reubin Askew de­ 
manding antipoUution action. 
The letter to Ruckelshaus 
asked that the federal govern­ 
ment initiate legal action im­ 
mediately to enjoin poUuters 
from further harming the at­ 
mosphere.

If Popular Votes Were Delegates, 
Wallace Would Be Leading Race 
WASHINGTON (AP) — If 
popular votes were delegates, 
George C. Wa.Ila.ee would be1 
leading the race for the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination. 
In 16 primaries with some 
kind of presidential preference 
voting Wallace has accumu­ 
lated 3,407,453 votes, compared 
with 
2.372,,755 
for 
George 
McGovern. 
But McGovern has 497Vi con­ 
vention delegates lined up and, 
predicts he will have 1,300 by 
the time the Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention opens in 
Miami. Beach July 10. WaUace 
has 323 delegates—about the 
number he is expected to take 
to the convention. 
McGovern,, more than one 
million votes behind W’allace, 
isn’t even in second place in 
popular votes. He trails Hubert 
H. Humphrey’s 2,654,906, al­ 
though Humphrey is in third 
place with 295Vi delegates. 
Wallace has entered 13 pri­ 
maries and won five of them, 
finishing second in another five. 
Humphrey has won four of 13, 
coming in second four times. 
McGovern has won five of 12 
and finished second three 
times. 
Wallace’s campaign has been 
aimed at the popular turnout 
without any thought to the at­ 
tendant 
delegate 
selection. 
Where primary success trans­ 
lated automatically into dele­ 
gates, he won them. 
For example, Wallace fin­ 
ished a strong second in Wis­ 
consin but didn’t get a single 
delegate. In Pennsylvania, he 
was second in the popular vote 
but elected only two delegates. 
In West Virginia Wallace lost 
a two-man race to Humphrey 
but got 33 per cent of the vote. 
Still he didn’t get one delegate. 
McGovern, meanwhile, was 
taking delegates in states he 
lost.McGovern got seven and Ed­ 
mund Muskie three delegates in 
West Virginia although they 
weren’t on the preferential bal­ 
lot. They worked in the sepa-

rate delegate election while 
Wallace ignored it. 
Another reason for Wallace’s 
wealth of votes and relative 
dearth of delegates is that 
w here he won, he usually won 
big and sometimes without sub­ 
stantial opposition. 
N e i t h e r McGovern nor 
Humphrey was on the North 
Carolina ballot when Wallace 
got more than 400,000 votes. 
The picture will be changed 
after next Tuesday when four 
primaries including California’s 
will be held on the same day. 
No .matter who wins, McGovern 
and Humphrey probably will 
pass WaUace in total popular 
votes. 
Of the remaining five pri­ 
maries, Wallace’s name is on 
the baUot only in New Mexico. 
This means Wallace is probably 
through 
winning 
convention 
delegates, but there are 693 
delegates in the remaining pri­ 
maries which the other candi­ 
dates will divide. 
Finally, a lot of delegates 
have been won by the others in 
nonprimary 
states 
through 
caucuses and conventions. Wal­ 
lace won three in Louisiana.
